«rHIS  construction  presents  many  essential  features  which  are  entirely  new  and 
ill  certainly  durable.  The  radiator  and  combustion  chamber  are  combined  in  one,  the 
radiator  being  very  large  and  having  a triple  radiating  surface  consisting  of  two 
inside  radiating  surfaces  and  one  large  outside  radiating  surface.  The  flue  is  horse-shoe 
shaped,  the  air  supply  passing  up  through  the  radiator  as  well  as  around  it.  This  affords 
an  unusually  large  area  of  surface  exposed  to  the  direct  influence  of  the  products  of 
combustion. 


When  hard  coal  is  used  we  put  a cut-off  plate  in  one  side  flue  (as  shown  in  cut),  and 
place  the  smoke  coll  ir  at  one  side,  thus  compelling  a.11  the  smoke  ixnd  Ua.ses  to 
p&.ss  entirely  around  the  radiator.  This  is  an  important  feature,  as  it  prevents  the 
possibility  of  one-half  of  the  radiator  becoming  ineffective,  on  account  of  the  tendency 
of  the  draft  to  go  around  one  side  only,  which  is  the  case  when  the  draft  is  divided  at 
the  front  and  anthracite  coal  used  for  fuel. 


When  soft  coal  is  used  the  smoke  pipe  is  connected  with  the  back  collar  and 

the  draft  is  allowed  to  turn  both  ways  in  the  radiator.  As  soft  coal  produces  immense 
volumes  of  smoke  and  gases,  this  affords  ample  facilities  for  their  escape.  The  cut-off 
plate  shown  in  cut  is  hinged  and  can  readily  be  opened  for  direct  draft  or  for  clean- 
ing the  flue.  It  is  also  fitted  with  an  Automatic  Gas  Damper,  which  is  a very 
desirable  feature,  as  it  prevents  the  leakage  of  gas  or  explosions  so  common  in  furnaces 
of  other  manufacture.  With  this  damper  it  is  impossible  to  be  troubled  with  gas. 

This  furnace  has  a very  la.rge  feed  door,  and  is  convenient*  therefore,  lor  wood 
burning.  The  radiator  works  perfectly  when  wood  is  used. 

The  radiator  is  made  of  very  heavy  sheet  steel,  with  cup  joints  embedded  in  gray 
iron  top  and  bottom,  which  makes  it  perfectly  indestructible.  It  is  easyjof  access  for 
cleaning,  both  front  and  back,  which  is  always  an  important  consideration.  This 
furnace  is  provided  with  revolving  triangular  grates  of  the  very  latest  pattern,  and  so 
constructed  that  it  is  possible  for  a grate  bar  to  be  removed  by  anyone,  even  when  the 
furnace  is  in  use. 


This  furnace  is  provided  with  deep  ashpit,  dust  flue,  and  sectional  fire  pot.  Our 
device  for  hanging  the  grate  bars  is  unequalled.  These  furnaces  are  quite  low,  a.rvd 
are,  therefore,  especially  useful  in  low  cellars.  They  are  very  easily  mounted,  and 
will  save  the  dealer  much  time  and  annoyance.  We  offer  in  this  type  a furnace  that  is 
very  powerful,  economical  and  superior  in  all  points  to  any  other  make  of  furnace.
